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Pashayan Expands 


The exquisitely conceived and constructed 
furniture of Edward Pashayan & Co., 320 
East 65th Street, New York, has been 
undergoing an inconspicuous but steady 
expansion over the last two years. Show- 
room and factory space (in the same 
building) have almost doubled, but the 
quality of the workmanship here has not 
changed one iota from its very high level. 
This expansion means to you and your 
clients that besides the fine tables, wood 
frame chairs, the famous Chinese panels 
for table inlays and wall decoration, 
and the multitude of other fine period 
furnishings you could count on from 
this source, complete bedroom furni- 
ture, dining room pieces, tea carts, 
and many other accessory items are 
also available. Fine woods and fine fin- 
ishes are the keynote here. Consequently, 
the three new head-board designs are 
intricate adaptations of 18th-century 
chair-back motifs. One, in fact, has fol- 
lowed the criss-cross styling of Pashayan’s 
noted high-back wing chair which may 
also be had in a stunning love-seat. Three 
new double-dressers are exceptionally 
well-styled for today’s space-conscious 
settings.

The Director o: tie National Home- 
furnishings Show, S. Robert Elton, 
spent many years building apartment 
houses, homes, factories, and_ stores. 
Not until 1945 when remodeling a 
showroom in the New York Furniture 
Exchange did he discover a flair for the 
dramatic and unusual. 

It was not long before his talent for 
display work was known among mem- 
bers of the homefurnishings industry, 
and in 1948 a group of furniture men 
who had conceived the idea of an ex- 
hibition in which they could display 
their merchandise on a national scale 
invited him to design and build such an 
exhibition. Thus in 1949 the first Na- 
tional Homefurnishings Show was pre- 
sented with 36 exhibitors. By then, 
however, the original investors in the 
Show had dropped out, and Elton 
found himself the sole owner of the 
project with a net loss for the first year 
of $85,000. Not until its third presenta- 
tion in 1950 did the Show begin to 
operate on a paying basis. 

Although open to the public only 11 
days each year, the Show’s operation 
is a year-round job, and as soon as one 
exhibition is over plans are already 
being made for the following year. 


Working with a staff of 15 full-time 


employees, Elton spends mucin of his

time traveling throughout the country, 
to manufacturers and distributors, lin- 
ing up new exhibitors, offering sug- 
gestions to old ones. Not until a week 
or so before the Show opens does actual 
construction and setting up of the ex- 
hibits begin. During that time Elton, 
seemingly indefatigable, can always be 
found somewhere on the floors of Gran«! 
Central Palace. 

In commenting on the last four years 
as director of the National Homefur- 
nishings Show, Elton declared, “I have 
learned a great deal about people both 
as individuals and as business men . . . 
I have learned to get along with people. 
I am definitely more concerned with 
their product and method of distribu- 
tion than I am with their being exhibi- 
tors in the Show.” His answer to numer- 
ous inquiries of how he learned to put 
on a Show of this kind is, “It isn't 
difficult at all. . . . I have been doing 
something that should have been done 
many years ago . . . something every- 
one in the industry has dreamt about, 
was desirous of partaking in, and merely 
waited for someone to start the bail 
rolling.” The more than 640,000 men 
and women who have paid admissions 
to the National Homefurnishing Show 
will agree that it was well worth the 


undertaking.

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SMALLER VILLAS IN ITALY—II 


Editor’s Note: This month INTERIOR DESIGN presents the 
second of a two-part listing of outstanding smaller villas in 
Italy, continuing a series of notable houses and chateaux of 
special interest to interior designers. In the next issue shall 
appear a listing of the more interesting palaces in Spain, round- 
ing out a comprehensive selection of national shrines in the 
United States and Europe. 

Only the travel-wise tourist knows that in order to 
take in Sorrento and Capri, it is best to go from Naples to 
Sorrento and stay there until you are ready to go on to 
Capri, instead of returning to Naples, for the boat stops 
at Sorrento on its way to the island. 

You will soon learn, too, that a “second-class” hotel 
in Europe generally refers only to location and does not 
necessarily mean inferiority but only that it is located a 
few blocks from the de luxe hotels. But beware of 
medium-priced restaurants; for the best ones, without 
exception, are the very cheapest and the most expensive. 
And don’t take your meals at your hotel, for they are 
usually quite ordinary, no cheaper and certainly less ex- 
citing than when you try different places. However demi- 
pension rates, with breakfast and either luncheon or 
dinner without wine, often hold down expenses. Check 
with your hotel. 

But when in Rome eat as the Romans do. A delightful 
treat can be made of a bottle of Chianti, some slices of 
ham and cheese, a tomato or two and a long, freshly 
baked loaf of Italian bread obtained from any food shop 
and enjoyed in a secluded spot or in a park. And the 
price should not exceed $1.50 for two. Restaurants can 
be judged by the natives among the patrons. You will 
find that tourist restaurants (where menus are trans- 
lated) are usually much higher than those where you 
have to struggle with the language. 

The fare on Rome’s trolleys and buses is less than 10 
cents and often as low as 3 cents, depending upon your 
destination and route traveled. Even the Catacombs, 
Colosseum and Vatican City can be reached by public 
transportation. And in Venice the motoscafo canal bus, 
while not as romantic as the gondola, runs at ten-minute 
intervals along the Grand Canal at the bargain rate of

In the Albanian hills near Rome the Renaissance villa 
found its greatest development. This history of the great 
merchant and patrician families owning these villas, and 
of their patronage of the arts at that time, is inextricably 
interwoven with the story of the Popes. Hence we find 
instead of villas and gardens being in part intended as 
they were earlier for practical and economic purposes, 
that they were built entirely for pleasure. “It is not easy 
to recreate the spirit of design that made these villas and 
their gardens artistic masterpieces,” writes Guy Lowell 
in his masterly treatise, Smaller Italian Villas and Farm- 
houses, “for the contrast of depth of shadow in the foliage 
and brilliant sunlight on stone work, path and pool . . . 
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requires just as much study and balancing of proportion, 
just as careful comparison of light and dark as does the 
shadowing projection of a cornice, or the relation be- 


tween wall-space and window opening in a building.” 


Some of these villas partook of architectural grandeur, 
such as the beautiful Villa Aldobrandini, Villa Frascati, 
Villa Falconieri, Villa Mondragone and Villa Albani at 
Rome, and the Villa Pia, adjoining the Vatican gardens. 
In this vein perhaps the grandest examples of all are the 
Villa D’Este, at Tivoli, with its matchless gardens, the 
Villa Madama, the Villa Borghese, and the Villa Far- 
nese, at Caprarola. These villas are all veritable palaces, 
all breathlessly beautiful, and leave one transfixed with 
their decoration. 

It is doubtful that the interior designer visiting Italy 





for the first time will be able to sleep in stately rooms 
where the picturesquely dressed cavaliers and ladies in 
a fresco of Zelotti or of Tiepolo look down on him from 
the walls, but with a little searching he can enjoy a 
gourmet’s dinner in the cool of the evening, every even- 
ing, on a high-columned porch or loggia and look out 
over a lake at the sunset or sit listening to singing peasant 
men and women. 

A selection of villas still occupied by the owners but 
open to the public from time to time, and of especial in- 
terest to interior designers, includes the following: 

Genoa: Villa Lo Zerbino, built by Tagliafico in 1600

and remarkable for its wonderful view of the city and 
sea. This villa is noted for its beautiful pictures and 
the ceiling of the hall painted by Piola; the walls are 
hung with beautiful brocade, and the furnishings are 
superb. The property is owned by the Marchese Grop- 
pallo della Sforzesca. Villa Paradiso also occupies a mag- 
nificent position and is of great architectural interest. It 
was owned by the Princes of Poduoz at one time, but 
today belongs to the Marchese Carlo Bombini. 

Arenzano (West Riviera): The villa here of the same 
name is celebrated for its fine collection of pictures by 
Raffaello, Tiziano, Rubens and Van Dyke. The prop- 
erty of Marchese Negrotto. 

Albissola (West Riviera) : The Villa Gavotti, property 
of the Marchese Giulio Gavotti, is beautifully furnished 
with antiques. 

Cuneo (Piedmont): The Castello della Manta, be- 
longing to Contessa E. di Rege Provana, and the Castello 
La Margarita, property of Contessa Lovera della Mar- 
garita, are still in a good state of preservation, with origi- 
nal furniture, historic souvenirs and art collections. 

Venice: The Palazzo Labia has recovered its 18th- 
century glory. Recently completely restored in architec- 
ture and interior design by Charles de Beistegui, this 
unexampled house is among the most imposing in Venice. 
The ballroom which Tiepolo immortalized (about 1750) 
in fresco trompe l’oeil is a national monument open to 
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the public, and is not to be missed. 

Capo di Monte: All along the Posillipo and in the 
woods about the gates of the Royal villa here are charm- 
ing rococo houses. 

Calabria (near Naples): Many rich, aristocratic fam- 
ilies live in feudal splendor in crumbling golden houses 
hereabouts. 

Palermo: In quiet Noto, twenty-five miles away, are 
to be found rows of palaces built in the 18th century by 
courtiers who sought favor with King Ferdinand when 
he decreed the place his official residence in Sicily. 

Rome: The Villa Doria Pamphili, near the Giani- 
collo, is well known for its beautiful gardens. At Tivoli is 
the Villa d’Este, the finest example remaining of the 
Renaissance period. It was designed by Pierro Ligorio 
in 1550 for Cardinal Ippolito d’Este; the gardens have 
been neglected, but they are still magnificent. 

Ravello (Amalfi): Villa Rufolo, built in the 13th 
century but greatly altered in style during the following 
centuries from the remains of the two Palazzos of Zisa 
and Cuba designed for William I and William II in an 
Arab-Italian style. 

Torre del Greco (Naples): The Villa Olivella, built 
at the beginning of the 19th century, houses an interest- 
ing collection of pictures of the Neapolitan school and a 
fabulous collection of porcelain. The view from the 


villa is magnificent. Continued on page 93

The room was also designed to 
serve as an informal living room, conference room and 
as a place for viewing TV programs. Due to the space 
limitations of the exhibition floor, Mrs. Dick decided to 
gain the necessary sense of space by mirroring one wall 
completely and then designing and furnishing half of 
a complete library, depending upon the reflected image 
to complete a pleasantly symmetrical room. Behind the 
sofa, Mrs. Dick designed a built-in niche lined with 
marbleized paper and lighted from within; this furnished 
supplementary reading light and supplied a place for 
books and objets d’art. 

The color scheme for the study by Interior Designers 
John Gerald Associates, Inc., A.I.D. for actor Henry 
Fonda was built around a handsome Alpujarra rug in 
tones of moss-green, mustard and cream. The mustard- 
colored walls were a perfect foil for the old stripped pine 
mantel and the multicolor book bindings which lined the 
fireplace wall. A Benton painting over the mantel was 
from Mr. Fonda’s own fine collection. The moss-green 
velvet hangings were hung from a polished brass pole 
over brownstone shutters.

placed by the fireside, enhanced the air of comfort, 
warmth and individuality that pervaded the entire room. 


A well-designed room is a portrait of the person for 
whom it is done, but a room for a prominent personality 
not only has to accomplish this feat, but also satisfy the 
public’s idea of the sort of setting that personality should 
have. In the room designed for actress Faye Emerson, 
Patricia Harvey Interiors used a green sofa covered in 
a modern textured fabric, an excellent example of classic 
modern, which is the keynote to the mood of the room. 
It was simple, for modern living, yet had a grace and 
elegance of line which was timeless. In the same feeling 
were the two circular benches, designed by Patricia 
Harvey, covered in a textured coin-dot fabric in the 
new vanilla shade. These upholstered pieces, along with 
the contemporary Italian onyx and brass coffee table, 
beautiful old wall sconces, moveable shutters theoretic- 
ally used to cover an artist’s skylight window, were all 
enhanced by the back wall of wonderful combed oak 
panels finished in pickled antique white. 


For Mr. and Mrs. Dwight D. Eisenhower, Interior 
Designers Elisabeth Draper, Inc., A.I.D. designed a 
small, informal study approximating the atmosphere of 
a Pennsylvania farmhouse. The octagonal room was 
friendly, personal, and its furnishings reflected the cheer- 
ful warmth and integrity of the occupants, indicating their 
preference for a simple, unpretentious background for 
gracious living. The room was keyed to the red, white 
and blue striped cotton fabric used for curtains and 
wall covering and complemented by a circular red, white 
and black tweed rug edged with black fringe, the blue 
being repeated in the blue linen cf the small wing chairs. 
An antique Franklin stove was set on a brick hearth 
against a blue wall, and provisions were made for read- 
ing, writing and relaxing over a cup of tea. 

The study for Governor Adlai Stevenson was designed 
by Interior Designer Melanie Kahane, A.I.D., to project 
his individuality as a person and as a public figure of 
today. Gray flannel upholstered walls, unique cowhide 
leather rug over cool gray vinyl floors and the sturdy 
tweed upholstery of the antique Regency chair and 
ottoman were used to create a quiet tone for an active 
and demanding life. An early American pine table was 
used as a desk, and grays and beiges appeared throughout 
as the color scheme. A pair of English spoon-back chairs 
were used to create a conversation group at a beige 
tweed upholstered sofa, this piece flanked by fine 18th- 
century reproductions of tall bookshelves. 


The room planned by Interior Designers Kim Hoff- 
mann and Stephen Heidrich, A.I.D., I.D.1., would ordi- 
narily serve as a study, but was designed as a special 
room for broadcasts, breakfasts and conferences for the 
Fitzgeralds of WJZ and TV fame. The room was

centered around a table especially designed and built 
by the interior designers for the purpose: closed, it 
formed a quarter-circle and permitted the broadcasters 
to look at each other and to work without being cramped 
for space; opened, it extended into a half-round table 
by means of two sliding ends..

The garden breakfast room designed around Dorothy 
and Dick by Interior Designer Eleanor Johnstone, 
(Countess von Etzdorf), A.I.D., was an interpretation 
as she saw it, through the medium of interior design, o 
the light and stimulating spirit of the morning broadcasts 
of a delightful conversational team. The use of light 
colors, garden furniture, walls of mirror, brilliant light- 
ing and a general summery atmosphere in one room 
such as this in a home, the interior designer believes is 
the all-year-round answer to the problem of happy living 
in New York City, with its demands of energy and drive, 
and will be widely adopted in the near future. While 
the room was extremely gracious it had the further ad- 
vantage of being within the reach of the average budget.
